f 'RIM satisfaction with progress of a systematic 
bombing program to weaken Japan s power to 
wage WMT does not obscure completely American 
awareness of another consequence of supremacy 
in aerial warfare. 


In Germany, Italy and now Japan tne United 
States is identified directly with large-scale aerial 
bombing. Our airmen have won respect for their 
deadly skill with a new and potent weapon, but 
they also have won what masters of a terrible 
weapon always win—the fear and hatred Inspired 
by the devastation it causes. After World W ar I, 
their skill In the use of submarines and their 
significant experiments with the precursors of 
today's bombers marked the Germans uh a nation 
to be feared—and the results were evident in the 
harsh terms of peace. 
After tills war, the United States, with its 
proved mastery of the new' techniques of military 
aviation, will be helping to d iff att- peace terms, 
not receiving them. Hut there will remain the fact 
that it will be identified with the weapon thai 
finally brought war to the rooftops of cities. 
Britons will remember the German raids on Eng­ 
land, and Germans will remember the British 
raids, but it is the United States which is destined 
to emerge from the war with the largest and 
deadliest air fleet and the widest scope of opera­ 
tions.

that is only a hope, however, not a certainty.
